An ordinance setting an alterna- 
tive proposed rate for the, city of 
Venice’s utility tax was approved at 
Tuesday’s City Council meeting.

The new tax is based on a per-

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Illinois farmers need help badly

Illinois is one of our coun 
try’s most important agricul 
tural contributors Illinois 
farmland, which accounts for 
about 27 million acres, is con- 
sidered some of the most pro- 
ductive in the world 

More than 76,000 farm fami 





lies in the state produce corn, 
oybeans, wheat, beef, pork, 
dairy products and specialty 
crops. Illingis exports more 


than $3.4 billion worth of agri- 
cultural products every year. 
The state’s agribusiness 
activity is vibrant. ‘Throughout 
Ulinois, agricultural processing 
employs thousands of peop 
In addition, researchers at the 
University of Illinois and other 
institutions continue to provide 
answers to some of the most 
common, as well as the most 
complex, agricultural questions 


we face 

With that said, the current 
downturn of agricultural prices 
is troubling, not. just for the 
Illinois economy, but for the 
farm families who work to 
ensure that the state of Illi 
nois, the country and the world 
enjoy a safe and abundant food 
supply 

This fall, I have had visits 
from many agriculture groups 
in the state. I have heard how 
farm income will fall to $42.5 
billion in 1998, 20 percent lower 
than 1996, and 43 percent 
below the five-year average 
Meanwhile, total farm debt in 
1998 has been estimated at $172 
billion, the highest level since 
1985. This decline in farm 
income could lead to massive 
job loss in the agriculture sec- 
tor and in agribusiness — not 
to mention what it will do to 
our. family farms. 

In September, I hosted a 
roundtable discussion with 15 
farmers in Springfield to talk 























about the crisis in our state 
and across the nation. It was 
clear during the meeting that 
falling prices, the uncertainty 
of foreign markets — particu 
larly in Asia and Russ — and 
poor weather conditions have 
contributed significantly to a 
severe economic crisis for our 
nation’s farmers 

With such low prices, I wor- 
ry that farmers will not be 
able to survive. Whether this 
means leaving farming alto- 
gether or simply not being 
able to make basic payments, 
I fear a crisis in rural Ameri 
ca. And farmers won't be the 
only ones hurt by this crisis 
In the past several weeks, 
two of the world’s largest ag: 
cultural equipment manufac 
turers, Deere and Company 
based in Moline, and CASE 
Corporation based in Racine, 
Wis., have announced plans to 
reduce production and cut 
jobs. Both companies claim 
declining farm rices have 
reduced deman for their 
equipment. When American 
agriculture suffers, the effect 
is widespread, from equipment 
manufacturers to processors to 
local businesses. 

Congress needs to demon- 
strate strong leadership in the 
face of this economic crisis. 
There are some short-term 
solutions that have already 
been considered by the U.S 
Senate, including removing the 
cap on marketing loans and 
extending their terms, autho- 
rizing the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to make emergency stor- 
age payments to farmers to 
encourage the use of market- 
ing assistance loans and 
replenishing the disaster 
reserve. These should continue 
to be options to improve eco- 
nomic conditions and regain 
stability.

As a result of this veto, Con- 
gress and the Clinton Adminis- 
tration came together to hash 
out a compromise. A farm 
relief package was included in 
the recently enacted budget 
agreement that will address 
the severe economic downturn 
in rural America 

This package includes $6 bil- 
lion for emergency assistance 
to farmers, 40 percent more 
than the vetoed bill. Specifical- 
ly, it includes funding for crop 
loss and economic loss due to 
low commodity prices and tar- 
geted tax relief, including 
acceleration of the health 
insurance tax deduction for the 
self-employed, to 100 percent 
by 2003 

Illinois can expect to receive 
$319 million for producers as a 
result of this agreement, $133 
million more than the vetoed 
bill. 

There are some administra- 
tive fixes that can also help 
lessen the economic pain for 








farmers. I’m leading a biparti- 
san effort to convince Agricul- 
ture Secretary Dan Glickman 
to make pork available as food 
aid to foreign countries and for 
domestic feeding programs. 

This is one way to help 
reverse falling pork prices 
caused by market glut and 
financial crisis in Russia and 
Asia, important Illinois and 
U.S. trading partners. 

Congress won’t be able to 
single-handedly solve this seri- 
ous economic crisis in rural 
American this year. It will 
take a coordinated effort both 
in Washington and on farms 
across the country. We should 
act in a comprehensive and 
bipartisan fashion. We should 
explore short-term fixes, like 
lifting the cap on marketing 
loans, as well as long-term 
solutions, like tax fairness and 
expanded trade opportunities. 

We should stand up for the 
men and women in rural 
America and let them know 
that Congress and the adminis- 
tration will work with them to 
help alleviate some of the eco- 
nomic uncertainty they face. 

To do anything less would be 
a disservice to our farmers 
and American agriculture.

DNA results from St. Louis 
show there is only a one in 5.5 
billion chance that the South 
Side Rapist could be anyone 
but Rabbitt.

In 
the original divorce. decree, she was ordered to 
allow him visitation every other weekend, two 
weeks in the summer, and alternating legal 
holidays. She had continued to comply with the 
visitation order even during the time period when 
he was no longer paying child support. Her 

| question was whether she needed to continue 
granting visitation in the absence of child support. 

Illinois law provides that each party must 
comply with-the terms of a divorce (dissolution of 
marriage). If a mother is granted custody and the 
father is allowed visitation, it is incumbent upon 
the mother to continue to grant visitation no matter 
what the circumstances. Only a court has the 








because the father was no longer paying child 
support. His obligation to pay child support and 
her obligation to grant visitation were 
independent of each other. He could not stop 
paying child support because she was not 
granting visitation, and likewise, she could not 
terminate visitation based on his failure to pay 
child support. 

Thus, in the case noted above, the mother’s 
only remedy was to take the father back to court 
in an effort to collect back child support. She _ 
could ask the court to hold him in contempt and” 
ask that an Order of Withholding be placed on his 
wages in order to collect the child support 
obligation. She could not take it upon herself to 
cut off his visitation to force him to comply with 
the child support obligation. She could not take it 
upon herself to cut off his visitation to force him 
to comply with the child support obligation. The 
lesson here is that a party to a divorce should 
never make a unilateral decision to act contrary to 
the terms of the original dissolution of marriage.

David A. Gray took his first 
bath in 20 years Friday. It was 
a long one. 

“They don’t have any bath 
tubs in jail,” he said Friday

He won't be able to venture 
far as he awaits retrial in an 
Alton rape and attempted mur- 
der case. 

“He has an ankle bracelet, 
and there will be a transmitter 
in the house, so if he gets too 
far away, it will signal an 
alarm,’’ Assistant State’s 
Attorney Jim Buckley said.

Gray, 46, was convicted in 
1978 of the rape, attempted 
murder and robbery of an 
Alton woman. Recent DNA

Lady beetles can 
cause problems 


The multi-colored lady 
beetle is an orange-red col- 
ored beetle seen congregat- 
ing on houses and buildings 
in Southern Illinois. 

The species was intro- 
duced in the eastern United 
States as a biological control 
for aphid and scale insects 
and it has spread throughout 
the eastern United States 
This beetle inhabits various 
woody plants, such as 
pecans, white pine, shrubs, 
and roses. 

This year is a particularly 
bad year for this insect 
because a mild winter has 
resulted in a high population 
of aphids and scale for its 
diet. Although they are bene- 
ficial, these insects can 


become a nuisance this time 
of year, when the adult bee- 
tle searches for a place to 
hibernate overwinter. 


Houses and buildings.are a 
favorite place for the beetle 
to choose, where thousands 
of adults may congregate 
looking for a warm place to 
hibernate. There is very lit- 
tle a homeowner can do 
when this happens. Insecti- 
cides are often ineffective at 
providing control, so preven- 
tative measures need to be 
taken.

DNA tests identify rapist 


ST. LOUIS — St. Louis and Jefferson County authorities said 
DNA tests have positively identified Dennis Rabbitt as the 
South Side rapist. 

Tom Geiser, a spokesman for the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Police Department, said a second round of DNA tests had come 
back positive, linking Rabbitt to at least nine sexual attacks in 
the city and as many as 20 total attacks attributed to the South 
Side rapist. 

Geiser said police had submitted the test results to the St. 
Louis circuit attorney's office along with a request for at-large 
warrants, charging Rabbitt with nine of the St. Louis rapes. He 
is also suspected in a pair of rapes in Collinsville, which were 
linked to the South Side rapist’s pattern. 

Geiser said charges were expected to be filed later this week. 
Rabbit is apparently on the run, and police have Jaunhced a 
nation-wide manhunt for him. 

Rabbitt, 42, who has been charged with raping a woman on a 
High Ridge shopping center parking lot, was identified as a 
possible suspect in the South Side rapes after submitting a 
saliva’ swab to St. Louis police, who were investigating an 
attempted home invasion. 

Jefferson County Sheriff Glenn Boyer said there was no DNA 
evidence in connection with the High Ridge case, but the victim

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Communication the key 
in parent-teacher talks 


Instead of the noise of children in the halls at Maryville 
Elementary School, it was the footsteps of parents coming to see 
how their children were doing. 
For two days this week, students throughout the Granite City 
School District got a holiday of sorts as parent-teacher 
conferences went on. 
“The most important thing is the communication between 
teacher and parent on the academic progress of the student,”” 
said Maryville School principal Clabbie Briges. “The parents 
know how the child is learning and how well they are 
progressing in their studies, and what the parent and teacher 
can do to help encourage the child.’’ 
She said the conferences can be “extremely detailed,”’ with.

As part of the conference, parents are also asked to fill out an 
internal review form, listing what they like about the school and 
what needs improvement. That information is used in the 
2 school’s improvement plan. 
The district has two conferences during the school year, the 
fall — where every parent is expected 'to attend — ant the 
spring conferences. 
Briggs said in the spring, parents may request a’ chance to 
speak with teachers, but it is not considered necessary.
